There was at Jappa 4 certain Diſciple whoſe - name was Tabitha, 
which ſignifies Dorcas , who was full of the Good Works and 
Alms-deeds which ſhe did. It happend in thoſe days that ſhe fell 
ſick and dyd. | 
OU are not Ignorant, any of 'you, that the Iſraclites, 
weary of the Cceleſtial Food which Heayen provided 
for them every Morning in the Deſert, cry'd out in 
the hight 'of their overweening fqueamiſhneſs, Oar 
Eyes behold nothing but Manna. 1 am afraid, my beloved Bree 
thren, that this is your caſe at this time, and that being tir'd with 
having ſo often, heard me diſcourſe upon the Death of Mankind, 
you will ſay, we hear you talk of nothing but Death. Tis 
ratural to us to be out of conceitwith ObjeQs, that too frequere® 
ty preſent themſclves to our Eyes, Our fancies are in love with 
Vanities; and therefore to ſooth 'em, certain it is, that we can 
never too often diverſific the Subjzet of Contemplation. Howe- 
ver, let us have a care of ſuffering our ſe:ves to be cary'd away 
by this unfortunate inclination. Jr was a foul peice of tingrati- 
rudesno doubt, in the Ancient Iſraelites, ro Murmur, as they 
did againſt that Manna, which God with ſo much goodneſs 
fowr'd down every day upon 'em And it would be alfo a 
crime in you, to render the Ideas of Death inſupportable to 
your ſelves. and to refuſe to think any mote of it,- under pre- 
rence tha: it has been a Theam too frequently already handPd in 


your heating. Oi:— what can es juſtly befcre our Eyes, 
at 
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at-a-time when this Death, this. cruel Death, bas put us all 
into mourning, and fill'd us with anguiſh by blotting out of the 
Book of the Living a Princcfs who ſo well delervd ro Live? 
There 75.4 time to Rejoice, and a time. to Weep, Jauth Solomon, and 
according to this diverſity of occaſions we ought to regulate the 
motions of. our Mind and Heart. For as it would be a ſtrange 


Madneſs to ſhed Tears in a time of Gladneſs, it would be no leſs. 


an abſurdity to abandon our ſelves to joy when we ought to 
be in Mourning and Sorrow. On the other fide, how importane 
a thing is it, and how important ts usto meditate upon Death ? 


'Tis.one of the moſt powerful motives that Ro makes uſe - 


of, to humble our ſelves before God, and to ſan&ific-our ſelves. 


And when we ſcrioufly refle& _ it, who can deny, but that - 


it.is .one of the moſt effeRual ? I muſt acknowledge, that there 


is nothing more ſad nor more diſconſolate', but with all we - 


muſt. grant that there is nothing more proper to humble Con- 


ſcience and-to regenerate it: Ar. leaſt this is the ufe. which the - 


truly faithful have made of it. For quite different from thoſe 


worldly . People, of whom we ſpoke to you the Jaſt time, who 
never think upon Death bur to ſatisfic their Vanity, and thereby . 
ta perpetuate their Reputation and their Fame among Men, the - 


the Faithful never make uſe of it, but to encourage and enliven 
themſclycs in the fulfilling their Duties, and to render them- 


ſelves more Holy, that they may bc-in a condition to dye, when - 


it ſhall pleaſe God to pur an end co their days. Permit me then, 
dear Brethreng.to ſpeak to you once, more. this day concerning 
Death, and to propound.ir to your hearing with this happy and 
Soulſaving deſign, to the end you may learn the true. way to 
make a profitable uſe. of ir, and to convert it's Daſt and Aſhes, 
into a Subject of Glory and Life Eternal. 

The Example of Tabitha, .whoſe Life and Death St--Luke re- 
Cites in this Verſe, has ſcem'd ro me tobe very proper for this 
Pious Defign. We ſhall there fee her Eud, but we ſhall ſee it 
likewite preceded by all that could procure a true and ſolid 
Happineſs at. the laſt minutes of her Life, For theſe are the 
words of that Sacred Author; There lived aiſe at Joppa a certain 
Diſciple named Tabitha, wbich jignifies Dorcas, who was full of Gued 
Works and the Alms-deeds which ſhe did: 1t hapzed at the fame time that 
ſhe fell ſick and died. The order that St. Luke has obtciv'd in theſe 
words .is ſo natural, that I intend .co obſerve. them throughout 


the 
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the whole' courſeof my Sermon, which we implore of God thar 
he would be plcag'd to bleſs after an extraerdinary manner, to his 
Glory aad our own Salvation. Amen. 

To enter into the Marter : There lived at Joppa, is the firſt 
thing. mention'd to us , there lived a certain Diſciple named Tabitha, 
which figmfies Dorcas. Joppa ſo well known in the Old Teſtament 
by che name of Japho, and in our days by the name of Jaffa, was 
a City in the Tribe of Dan, feared ro the Weſt of Ferufalem, upon 


the ſhoar of the Mediteranian Sea, *T'is ſaid,that Zaphet, one of the 


Sons of Neb, was the Founder of ict. But there is nothing of cer» 
tainty in that Tradition. However, this is ſure, that it was a 
City very Confiderable, both for its Antiquiry and the Sicuation 


of it. For there was hardly a more Ancient City in Paleſtine, nor : 
a Stronger : Which made it lookr upon as one of the Keys of all 
Fugeo. . For which reaſon the Kings of Iſrael made it one of their - 
Principal Ramparts. It had a Famous Haven belonging to ir. - 
And from thence it was, that Jonas, refuling to go to Niniveh and + 
preach Repenrance there by the Command of God, took ſhipping + 


in order co fly to Tarjiss There it was alſo that Sr. Peter ſaw 
that wonderful Viſion related to us in the tenth of this Book, and 
by which God made known to thar Apoſtle, under the Emblem 
of ſeveral Animals, that there was no longer to be-under the Go- 


ſpel any Liſtintion of Food, nor conſequ:ntly of People, the one - 


Jews. the other Gentiles, as there had been under the Law. Hows 


ever it were, St Luke.now ſpeaks of it, as of the Place where Ta- -- 


bitha liv'd, and where the Light of the Goſpel had ſpread: ir ſelf, 


ſince the number of Believers in Jeſus Chriſt was encreaſt, And - 
for this it was, that this City was more recommendable then for - 


any thing elſe. And indeed the Voice of the Apoftles had found- 


ed fourth in this City, and their Preaching had been very-ſuccefſ-: 
Not only Tabzha, bur ſeveral others had -inbmirnecd 


themſelves to the Diſcipline of the Son of God, and had embrac'd : 


ful in 1t. 


him as their Saviour and their Redeemer, and that, had given 


this City a Reputation which it never had before, For weare }- 
not to value the: moſt tamous Cities in the world by their Tem-- 
poral Advantages only, Their Greater Dignity proceeds from the -: 


Faith and Virtue of thoſe that reſide within 'em.- This 4s that 
which cauſes their Principal Luſtre, and their Principa! Grandeur. 


Ler us lay no more then of thoſe other Priviledges of Zoppaz this + 


aloac is that which. ſ{irikes me moſt, that ic was the Reſidence of 


Tabitha z.

Tabitha; of that Tabitha, who asthe Sacred Hiſtory ſays, was the 


Diſciple of the Lord, and full of Good Works, and the Alms-deeds which 


ſhe did. 


What an Admirable Portraifture is this, my Beloved, and how 


Lovely ! In three words St. Luke gives us here the greatelt of all the 


Idez's of: this moſt Happy Woman, He charaQterizes her ar firſt 
by hev Faith and Belief in the Son of God. There lived at Jop- 
pa, ſays he, a certain Diſciple named Tabitha. This Title of Dif 

le was at the beginning particular only to the Twelve whom 
Jeſus Chriſt made choice of to follow him where ever he went; 
as well to be Teſtimonies of his Miracles, and the moſt Conſi- 
derable Events of his Life, his Death, his ReſurreQicn and A(- 
cenfion into Heaven ; as to the End that afterwards chey might 
preach 'em to all the Earth, aad aſſert the Truth of 'em before 
all Men and againſt all Men, For which reaſon it is chat they 
are call'd Diſciples by way of Excellency. ; 

Ih a lictle cime after, this Name became a little more General, 
and it appears by the f1xth Chapter of St. Febn, that ic was attri- 
buted co all thoſe who had accuſtom'd themſelves to be hearers 
of the Saviour of the World. And in this ſence Joſeph of Ariz 
mathea is call'd a Diſciple of Jeſus Chriſt 1a the ninetceth of the ſame 
Golpel. Bur at lengthy as the Number of che Faichful, after the 
Aſcenſion of our Lord, became ſo extreamly numerous, all thoſe 
that believ'd in him, and who made open profeſſion .of his Name, 
were honour'd with the ſame Title, We have evident and un- 
deniable Proofs of it, without ſtirring out of this Chapter, or 
wandring from this Story. For the preceding Verſes ſpeak of 
the Diſciples, that is to ſay, the Faithful that were at Damoſeus, 
and who let down St. Paul in a Basket and the follewing Verſes 
mention the Diſciples that were at Zoppay and who requeſted St, Pe- 
ter to come and raiſe Tabitha again from the Dead. Therefore 
when ſhe is call'd by the Name of Diſciple, it ſerves ro denote the 
Rank which ſhe held in the Chriſtian Church; that ſhe was in the 
Namber of thoſe whom Heaven had ecnlightned and converted; 
who acknowledg'd Jeſus Chriſt for.their Maſter and their King ; 
who beltey'd in him as their Real Meſſiah, promisd by the Ora- 
cles of the Prophets; who ador'd him Jas their Lord and Rez 
deemer, and who for that reaſon were departed from the Syna- 
gogue, to Ceyote themſelyes,cntirely to him, and to conſecrate 
chemſelyes to his Seryice, Thus this was done to [et her forth by

Cy. * I ſhall however, preſume to ſay, there was ſormething more 
in vs bitha For according to the manricr that Sc, Luke expreſſes 
him s If, it ſcers that ſhe was not only the Diſciple of Jefus Chrift, 
but :& © thar ſhe made good that Glorious T itle by ' a Belief that 
had thing of Common in ict. There lived at Joppa, ſays the 
Evan;Eliſt, a certain Diſciple, that is to ſay, a Diſciple that was 
pierc'd Fvith a Love for: the Sort of God, ard a Zeal for his In- 
tereſis, Y 'yond- all others; who diſtinguifh'd her ſelf by an in- 
vViolable Nevotion to him, and who was always ready to receive 
his Precep and always diligent to make ſolid and new pro- 
reffes in 1 DoQrine. This enthanc'd the Excellency of her . 
aith; and r.\\t, {o much the more defervedly, becauſe the Age 
wherein Dortas\'v*d was an Age wherein the Fury of the Enemies 
of Jcfus Chriſt QI oſt violently exerted it felf. *TFis a grear thing 
withone doubt to Yelieve in him ; but a greater-ro have Sincere 
Belief int bin, as which never abates nor ſlackens ; bur withorit 
Contradidion, 'tis Vita Greater to preferye the Zeal and Coh- 
rage of that Faith, i. che rid? of the moſt ſad Calamities and 
meft Cruel Terprat: vs that frequently affeil it, and which re- 
quire' a Conftarrccy moreFhen ordinary: ro ttiumph over 'crm. For 
in repard it is the Time .\, its Trial, is it notallo a proof of ity 
Covrage 2nd Merir, when hr from ſuceuttbing, it remains ſteady 
attd immoveadic, and prover letgeh moſt happily Victorious. 
Having thus painted forch Yobitha tous by her Faith, Se. Lake 
repreſents het'to' us by her SanE\;v, She was, adds he, full of the 
Good VYorks and Alms- deeds which: j. did; Under theſe Expreffions he 
comprehends whatſoever ſhe'did:in + rder to accompliſty the Duties 
of her calling : T he Obedience why ſhe paid to the Commands 
of Jeſes Chriſti and the Integrity of 2 wherewith ſhe accom- 
nied the Profeſſion of the Frith. When Þ2*> ts lively and fincerc, 
it is till atrerded with the Gouodneſs of our A-rks. For as it does 
not only barely embracerhe Myſteries which thc Q1ſpel reveals tc 


us,but-ſubroits us alfo'ro the” Hotineſs of its Precepr agar we may 
be real Difciples'of the Lord, ww” are beholding tro Ag Bleffet 
£ Bales 
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Quality for the Purity of our Motions, and the Wiſdom of our 
Aftions. And in a Word, Faith in Jeſus Chriſt obliges. us, nor 
only to believe well, but to do well. It gives us upto this Divine 
Saviour 3 bur in giving us to him, ir ſubjaRts our Minds and our 
Hearts aleogether to him ; our Minds to acquieſce in his Preceprs, 
and our Hearts to be conformable to his Laws: And it is by this 
double and free Servitude that it makes a true Chriſtian, and a 
erue Believer. Tabitha rightly apprehended him. Convinc'd 
of the Truth of the Myſteries of the Goſpel, ſhe ſaw the Engage- 
ments into which ſhe had centred, and fairbful co her duty, ſhe re- 
ſaly'd to be conformable to'em, to ſhew the folidity and fincerity 
of her Converſion. She was, ſays the Sacred Hiſtorian alfo, Jul of 
Good Works and the Alms-deeds which ſhe did. | | 
He ſpeaks of her Alms, co particularize ſome of her Good 
Works; and by that, 1 make no queſtion but he means all the: 
ſuccour that Charity requires we ſhould afford our Brethren, when 
they are in any Neceflity. For Charicy is not barely what we 
may be able co give *em out of our Reyecnues and Eſtates to ſupply; 
their Preſſing Wants, but all that we can do to eaſe 'em in their 
different Miſcrics, and to comfort *em therein. - The giving of 
Alms, 'tis true, conſiſts in not refuſing the Poor ſome part of our 
Wealth and Plenty, in Cloathing 'em when they are Naked, and 
Feeding 'em when they are Hungry ; but it conſiſts as well ig yi- 
Gting'em when they labour under Affliftion, and in ſharing with 
*em in their Pains and their Miſeries. And in all this d'd Tabitha 
employ her ſelf, as being one of thoſe things which God required, 
from her Picty. And. indeed who can be ignorant that the Laws 
of Charity are one of th@moſt conſiderable parts of Religion, and: 
one of the moſt principal ends of it > The end of the Commandment, 
fays St. Paul, zs Charity. And -thence it comes to paſs, that ſhe fo 
highly concerns her ſelf inthe Intereſts of the Needy.; and that 
to render us ſenſible thereof, ſhe omits nothing that is capa- 
ble to moye the Bowels of our Mercy and Compaſſion for *em. 
Would you have Expreſs Exhortations ? . She addreffes to ye in 
theſe words ; Admonifh, ſays the Apoſtle to Timothy, thoſe that are 
rich in thu world, to do. good, to be rich in. good works, to be ready to di- 
ftribute, and tc be. communicative, Would you-have abſolute Promi- 
fes of Reward in this World ? He, ſays Solomon, who has pity up- 
#n the Miſerable, lends to the Eternal, and. he wilt reſtore him the benefit 
be ba done, Would you have the Glorious Hopes of Remunera- 
tino 
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in Heaven 2 The Righteous Man, ſays David, gives Alms and lends. 
He has fcattered abroad,” be has given to him that ts in want, bis: 
Juſlice remains to perp:tuity, And does not St. Paul tell us, that 
by this means we lay up a Treaſure of a; Good Foundation againſt the 
time ta c-me, to the end we may recewe Life: Eternal? Such are the 
Cares of Religion to frame our Hearts to Commiſeration ,- and 
which are always cffcQual to true Believers. For what more ready - 
ProteRters can the Poor have, or where can they meet with Souls 
more render.?. Like the Samaritan in the Goſpel; the Wounds of 
theirBrethren are always objeAsthat peirce their Hearts,and ſtir up 
their Pity at once. Not a Compaſſion that only diſplaies itſelf in 
Moanes and Lamentations, and ſome few Tears, but more a&ively 
emploics all. its Motions in ſearch of a Remedy, and for the Ap- 
plication. of Charitable Relief. How noble a thing it is to be 10 
this manner the ſupport of the Needy, and the Conſolation of 
the Miſcrable. Humanity is always one of the moſt evident marks 
of. the goodneſs of the Heart : As cruelty: is one of the moſt: 
wicked, and moſt unworthy, yet however one of the moſt aſſured - 
ſigns of .the perverſneſs of the Soul, I deſire nothing more bur . 
the one to conceive nothing but what is low and deſpicable of 
a Man, nothicg more but the other to conceive nothing. bur - 
what. is Great and Generous. For.our Grandeur, our real Gran- 
devr, conſiſts-not in remaining impenetrable to all the Afaults- 
of Pity, or in ſhunning. 'em- for fear of being-ſmitten by *em : 
Rather it conſiſts in receiving 'em. without being ſhaken by 'em,.. 
and in receiving *em ſo, as cheerfully to expend. our ſelves, and to : 
be readv with our pains and purſes, to alleviate the | bitter - 
Pangs of AﬀiRion: The n:(crics of our Neighbours are thoſe : 
Stroaks I ſpeake of, which frequently light upon our (elves, and 
to which we. ſhould be ſo far from refuſing our affiltance, that- 
it always ought to be a part ot our Chriſtian Generolity co ſhew 
our ſelves deeply touch'd with 'cm, to the end we may be ready 
to pour the Balſom of our aſffiltance into the Painful Wounds. 
And when we do that, what is there which we can do more ac- - 
ceptable ro God ? - For which reaſon he' ſays himſelf, 7 will have - 
Mercy and. nct Sacrifice. Foraſmuch as you have done it to one of theſe 
little ones, you have done it tame, *I was no wonder then Tabitha . 
was ſo charitable as ſhe was. After a'l that we have ſaid, could 
ſhe be negligent in a Duty ſo becoming her Piety,and which fo 


many motlyes and reaſons render'd ſo Sacred and Religious py 
ut 
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But lev us obferve TI beſeech ye, that Se. Luke does not only ſay, 
ſhe did god works and gave Aims, but that ſhe was full of 'em. W hich, 
denotes the abundance if I may to term it, of tier SanQuy and 
Chatity. Ot her Sanity for that fignihesrhat ſhe was endu'd 
with a General Piety, which embrac'd all the Parts of Regene- 
ration, which cxtended tt felf ro all the Verracs and which every 
day heap'd good works wpon good woorks, infomuch that ſhe was 
full of them. Ot her Charity : For that denotes, that it was 
ſo vaſt and ſo cxtend'd, thar ſhe was become as it were a publick 
Founcaing from whence all the World might draw ſupplics in 
their necelfities, and wherein they found their Con'tolation and 
their Joy, which had made in her, fuch a wealthy magazine of 
Almes and Aats of Mercy, that they could hardly be number'd, 
Thos it is my Beloved, that we ought to acquic our ſelves of our 
Duties toward God and Men. Religion cannot brook thoſe People, 
who have;only ſome patticalar Veriues, and who by conſequence, 
if —_— flatter thenfelves with having done ſorne good works, 
are able however to ftew bur a vety ſhort and limited accompr. 


And had ſhe not good reaſon fo ro'do? For who queſtions but thar 
we ought to'be faithful obſervers of all the Laws of the Goſpel], 


which being” all alike ordain'd by God, lay ſtill che fame obliga- 
tion upon vs; and therefore we are engagd ro Hononr all 
with a Holy Obcdicace,. and by that means co make our ſelves 
Rich and abounding in Good Works. Whatever things are true, 
_ St. Paul, whatever things are honeſt, whatever things are juſt, 

atever things are pure, whatever things are lowly, whateurr things are 
of good r-port ; if there be any Vertue, if there be any praiſe, thn 9n 
theſe things. 

He makes this long Enumeration , becaufc that only this can 
perfeRt the falneſs of Chriſtian Juſtice. If we ſtopar. any one of 
thefe' things in particular, there will be always a Vacuum in our 
Performance, But the Vertues of a Believer never go ſingly by 
themſelves. They love to go in company. $So that ir ot3he to 
be one of our greateſt carcs to unite *cml togerher, and to pre- 
ſerve *'em in that Utnion : For 'tis only then,that they fill us $* Tis 
only then that they rammaſs within us that. Blefſed Treaſure 
which Jeſus Chriſt decrees we ſhould lay up in Heaven, and that 
we ſhould thereby become capable of performing. our feverai du- 
ties. The fame thing is to be ſaid of Charity. The Pleni- 
tade of it confiſts in anſwering all manner of neccffities, and nor 

omitting 
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-omitting any one, without applying to ir Balſam and refreſh- 
ment, And who can be ignorant, that: this is one of our moſt 
Indiſpenſable engagements.Conlidering thevariovs aflictionswhich 
our Bretbren may labcur under, Evangelic Charity never prefers 
any. one before another ; I mean it never runsrofuccour the one, 
while it leaves the other languiſhing - and” in miſery, Ir behoves 
us to have a Heart cqually benr to do good to all, to liſtribute 
without exception, and uniform in the comfort it affords. The 
Lord, ſays the Apoſtle to the Theſſalonians, make you to encreaſe ant 
abound in love one towards another, and towards all men, even as we do 
towards you. |; | ; 

This is his. wiſh for the Ancient Believers, by which it mani- 
feſtly appears,that he was for no Limitation in the At of Charity, 
Who:ts afflited, ſays he in another place, to ſhew the Uanivyerſalicy 
of his own Charity, who is afflidted, but I am alſo afflitted ; and who 
FP candali'd, but.1. am alſo burud? Such a one was our Tabitha, 
How glorious was hcrlife by this means! How necefſary was ſhe 
to the Church. However God took: her away. And it came to 
paſs in thoſe days that ſhe was ſick and dy'd. 

This is the Tribute we all owe to Death. Great and Small, 
Young and Old, Believers and Prophane, Juſt and Unjuſt, we 
muſt atl Dye.Diſcaſes ſeize us; Diſeaſes that are the Vancurriers of 
_ this Jaſt and general Enemy of Mankind, and which preceding 
him in this manaer, give us notice not only that we are Mortal, 
but that Deach is coming himſelf in all haſt, and that the ways 
are open for him to approach us, and lay us up at length in the 
Duſt of his Tombs. But conſidering the fatal neceffity wherein 
we are ail without exception, of -Groaning under the weight of 
Pains, and of dying after we have thus groan'd, obſerve I beſeech 
ye, the vaſt difference ,bctween the ways that men take to prepare 
themſelves for death. Some, and\choſe are the Propbane, throw 
themſelves into Debauchery. Let mswatand drink, ſay they. for to 
morrow we ſhall dye. Ot a Pcinciple of Mornfication, it they ever 
\ had any, through an unconceiveable overturning of the Mind, 
they make a Principle of Libertiniſm, and -dreaafully abandon 
. themſelves to all manner of Libertimſm. Orhers, and thoſe are 
the wiſe Worldlings, fill chemſelvcs with vaia Id-as of a Chi- 
merical Immortalicy, and ſcek to eterniſe themſelves, in deſpite 
of Deathy by ſumptuous a fs Inhecitances that Farry 
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their Natnes, as if they were the only Conſolation which they 
minded at the hour of Death. In the mean time, how ſadly 
and how miſerably are thefe men prepar'd for Death. But what 
will be the effetof all this, as well for the one as the other, bur 
a deplorable end. When the concluſion of their days is to be 
attcaded only with an Eternity of Pains and Torments. The 
caſe is not the ſame with true Believers: They know they arc 
to dye as well as other men, and this Truth, which is always pre- 
ſent in their Memories, is to them, a perpetual Leſſon of Alms 
and Good Works. They make not of it a Motive to Corrupt- 
neſs of Manners, nor an incitement to pride and yain glory. 
Better inftruted, they ſuffer the Idea of Death to have a 
general influence oyer the whole courſe of their Lives, that ſo it 
may ſanQifie all their Ations, and all the Minutes of their Mor- 
tal Being, How good a thing it is to know the true manner of 
reqageg aur ſelves for Death! There is no other, my Dear 
rethren, but that which Piety and Charity furniſh us withal, 
Let me dye, ſaid the falſe Prophet Balaam himſelf, Let me dye the 
death of the Juſt, and let my end be like theirss The death of the 
Juſh in a word, is always preceded by a Good Life, by a Life 
lefſed both by God and Men ; by a Life altogether Holy alto- 
gether Regenerate, by a Life altogether ladea with the Fruires 
 theTender Fruites of Charity. How deſervedly then is itto be wiſh'd 
for? For ſeeing there is ſo much felicity in the Preliminary, what is 
this kind of Death? *Tis a peaceable and quict Death. Tis a Death 
full of Conſolation and Joy. A. Death accompanid with an in- 
effable confidence infusd by a deep Sentiment of the Grace and 
Love of God. A Death attended by all the Felicity and all the 
Glory which Religion promiſes our Hopes. You ſce this plain 
| by the Example of Tabitha. Tho' St. Luke tells us barely, that 
ſhe fell ſick and died, having ſaid before that ſhe was a Diſciple of 
Chriſt, and fuk of Good Works, end the Alms Deeds which ſhe did; yet 
this ſufficiently inſinuatzs to us, that her Death was ſuch as oughe 
ro be the Death of a Perſon who had liv'd fo well; and who 
had ſo exaRly acquitred her felf of all the Duties that Charity 
preſcribd her. Now having thus examin'd what the Sacred Au- 
thor has told us, let us caſt our Eyes upon Her whom Death has 
ſolately raviſh'd from us. This 1s to be the ſubje& of an Appli- 
cation, where Grief is only to be expreſsd. This juſt Grief is - 
ready - 
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ready in your Hearts, permit itin my Mouth for a while, that 


I may diſplay the bitter Pangs of it. Happy if in ſetting thoſe 
forth in their full vigour, I may be able duly to honour the Mec- 


mory of the molt Serene Princeſs, Mary, . Queen of En- 
gland, Scotland, France and Ireland. ſ

Put that was.not the only thing that caus'd her to be 
diſtinguiſh'd among men More deſirous to diſtinguiſh Her Aelf 
in the fight of God, 'twas to a more ſolid and more tran{endent 
Glory that ſhe aſpir'd, whoſe Grace, according to the ſincerity of 
Her Wiſhes, took care to make Her brightly Glirtec in the midſt 
of us.

She was born in the Boſom of a 
Church, where in the firſt place She learat ro become a Diſciple of 
2 Chriſt; and as She was ſuchyto prefer that Prctious Advantage 

fore all others the World could offer to Her. W nar Sage Jatirufti- 
ons were there which She wanted for that purpoſe ?and what whol- 
ſome Benefit did She not make of *em > This Good Seed fell neither 
into Batren Ground nor among Thorns ; but it was Her Heart,the 
Good Ground, that I may make uſe oft our Saviours words, that re- 
cciv'd ir, and where it took ſuch a deep and lively Root, that 
the moſt violent of Temptations could never choak it. In the 
worſt of Times how was She put to ic topreſerve Her ſelf a ſteady 
and faithful Servant to her Divine Maſter ? Enemies fo much che 
more fortnidable, becauſe Her nicareſt Relations atrack'd Her eve- 
ry hotir, 'to put Her our of conceirt wich his Service : All that a 

fina'd Seducement, all that a :Paternal Tenderneſs ſometimes 
provok'd, ſometimes uſing fair means, all that flattering hopes 
could put in prattile to ſhake a ſteady Soul ; all this She muſt en- 
dure, She muſt be bound to hear, ro combate and to vanquilh. 
How hard a ching it is for Fleſh and Blood to make all chis Re- 
fifance! How conſtant and immoveable ought that Faith to be, 
how ſolid to obtain the Vitory ! Neyertheleſs our Princeſs ſeem'd 
to have been put upon theſe ſevere Trials, for no other reaſon, 
but only to diſcover the ſtrength and fervency of Her own Ver- 
rue. Immoveably devoted ro the Truth of the Goſpel, She never 
fought for affiltance eirher from Humane Counſel or Soveraign 
Authority, bu: only in the Arms of Jeſus Chriſt himſelf, where 
utting up her humble requeſts with Tears, She implor'd that 
erleverance which She receivid, She was heard, and how in- 
deed could it bz orherwiſe, when her Prayers were (o juſt. AF. 
ter this She criumph'd, and this was the Viftory which _ was 
pleas d 
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pleagd to give Her, Faith, as the Price of her Tears and Sighs, 
However, this was not the only Mark of Her Fidelity which She 
gave the Son of God. I muſt acknowledge the Teſtimony to be 
rare, and that it is a wonderful thing to meet with a Faith like 
Hers, more eſpecially in the carly ſpring of Youth, when uſu- 
ally the Ideas of the World haye a Greater Empire over us then 
thoſe of Religion. But what will you fay when you ſcethe mo- 
tions of Nature give way to thoſe of ,Picty, when She was divided 
berween two Great Intereſts, both preyalent over the Hearr, both 
pulling ſeveral ways, and both oppatic to cach ocher. The In- 
rereſts of a Father tenderly beloy'd,

In liſtning to the other, 1 mean the motions 
of Her Piety, She fets before Her Eyes a God diſhonour'd, his 
Worſhip ready to be abolih'd, his Altars prophan'd, his Truth 
trampl'd under foor, his Children rain'd, and demanding of Her 
the utmoſt ef Her Zealous Endeayours to ſupport the falling &u- 
thority of the Laws, the expiring Vertue of the Sacred Myſteries; 
the tottering Liberties of the Faithful, and the troub!'d Hopes of 
their Repoſe and Welfare, What a Bitterneſs, what a Diſcon- 
ſoJation was this for Her Piety ? Neverthelcfs, in this Condition, 
when any other but Her ſelf would, have been long conſidering, 
and perhaps would have been ſway'd by Natural Afi: ion, She te- 
membring the ſaying of Jeſus Chriſt, He that loves hrs Father or his 
Mather better then me, zs not worthy of me ; She obeys the Call of Gad, 
and taking his Intereſts in hand, offers-to them a ViQim, for the 
ſaving of which She-would have offer'd up Her ſelf ſome time 
before. What a Faith, -what a Zeal for Jeſus Chriſt, aud for his 
Gofpel was This! There necdsno more; this is a ſufficient Apo- 
logy for her at all cimes. | 


] have alrcady told yee, ,my dear Brethren, that a Real Faith 
is always accompany'd with Good Works. Tabitha's Condu@ has 
convinc'd you.at it, nor will the nur of the Queen convince 

ye 
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ye leſs. How happy is a Life like Hers, when in deſpice of all 
choſe Infirmities trom which the Saints themſelves arc nor ex- 
empt, nevertheleſs it is as pure and ſpotleſs as it is pofſible for a 
Life co be in this World ! Burt how worthy is this Life to be ad- 
mird, when maugre all thoſe Pernicious Examples that conti- 
nually repreſent themſelves before our Eyes, to flatter that Cor- 
ruption, which alas! is but too Natural to us, it ſtill preſerves ir 
ſclf in the exerciſe of Piety ! By this Charater you doubtleſs un- 
derſtand already whoſe Lite it is, of which I endeayour to give 
you ſome Idea. I ſhall make no ſcruple to tell ye, that there ne- 
ver was a Life more conſectated to all its Pious Duties ; yec .I 
muſt alſo ſay withal, there never was a Life more expos'd to all 
thoſe Temptations that endanger our Regeneration, In general 
it is certain, that the Condition of Great Perſonages is expos'd to 
Rocks, againſt which their Vertues often ſuffer a ſad and unfortu- 
nate Shipwrack.

And who but would have thought Her in great jeo- 
pardy ? But no; She wasne're a jot the leſs ſteadfaſt in Her Obe- 
dience to God, nor the lefs ſevere in the performance of Her Ob. 
ligations, nor leſs convinc'd of their Importance, nor the leſs 
zealous to fnjfil 'em. Given P ſolely to Religion, how care- 
fully did She always execute the Divine Maxims of it! How 
carefully did She execute the Sacred Rigors which it enjoyn'd ! 
How ſcrupulous in ayoiding whatever might never fo little 
wound Her Conſcience? You have ſeen her often at Church, 
and who in all Her publick As of Piety eyer gave greater marks 
of Her Education? You have ſeen Her often attentive to the 
Servants of God; and who did ever give more reſpet to their 
words ? You have ſeen her often in other Conditions; and who 
did ever more truly make good the Sacred CharaCter of a Chri- 
flian and Faithful Believer? Ler us goa little further, and enter 
into Her Retirements, there ”* ſhould frequently find Her with 
Her Eyes ix'd upon the Word of God, and meditating upon the

Myſteries of our Salvation, There you ſhould often find Her 
humbling Her ſelf at_the Feer of Jeſus Chriſt, and paying him 
his juſt Adorations. There you might ſce Her weeping by Her 
ſelf and imploring that Pardon, without which She never pro- 
mis'd Her ſelf, nor permitted Her ſelf the enjoyment of any Com- 
fort. There you might find Her making Prayer Her ſweeteſt 
and moſt conſtant Employment, praying for Her Husband ſur- 
rounded with the Dangers of War,and drawing down upon him 
that Cceleſtial Protetion , which has hitherco preſery'd him 
among us; praying for our Common Intereſts, and by the 
fervency of Her Vows putting a ſtop to Divine Juſtice that has 
been ſmiring us for ſo long a time; and turning from us the 
moſt ſeyere and Terrible YL — of Heaven; praying for 
the Church, inceſſantly imploring an end of Her Miſcrics and 
Calamirties.

When Sr. Luke ſpeaks of Tabitha's Good Works, he forgets not 
her Alms : ſhall we then forget the Queen's Alms deeds ? No Bre- 
threnyNo I muſt confeſs that HerAlms were like the Sanftuary,and 
that Her Charity alwayscover'd with an impenetrable Vail, was 
that which She moſt of all endeavour d to conceal from our Eyes. 
But now ler us rend this Vail,and without fearing'to wound that 
reſpe& which while She liv'd,we ow'd to the ſecreſie of Her Com- 
may rv; let us now reveal Her Bounty and Her Beneficencies. Not 

ut that this prudent Myſtery is of it ſelf moſt worthy of our Ar- 
tention. Who are there. that ayoid after this manner, the prais 
ſes that are juſtly due to*'em ? We love 'em, and we ſeek 'em 
alſo; and if Good Aﬀions had not their Applauſes attending

the- Seatter'd and Fugirive Believers 3 every: thing proclaims Her 
Compaſſion, and that Royal: Bounty which ſo many times has 
dry'd up their Tears, calm'd their Diſquiers, and/ſupply'd their 

necellities, Would' ye have other Proofs? You have.in theſe 

Churckes thoſe-that are-bcholding to Her,as to the King, for their 
Reſettlement; T'hcre a whole People ate fupporied by Her Re: 
liefi There Churches are rais'd, Miniſters maintain'd, and Chil- 
dren inſtruge i by rheir Care. Bur nor to go fo far, let us only 

Saſt'our Eyes about Her Throne, and we ſhall fee. what a True 
Chriſtian Charity is able ro do-: A Charity, which being always 
fervent, ſymparhizes with the moſt ſenſible Sorrows, and par- 

takes of the moſt Cruel Pains: A Char:ty, that with a Judici- 
ous Diſcernment, diſpences and communicates it ſclf according 
to the Exigencies that: offer themſelves. A Charity, which nei- 
ther hamourſcm nor ficklc, glides along always like another Pa- 
Relus; and every wav difperles without cealing, withour pattiali-
